Stenographer Bribed To Report 
Bolters’ Convention 


Vice-President: Joseph Hopp 
Writes League Head 


Exposing Perfidy of Officers of 
the M. P. E. L. 


New York, Aug. 13.—Some men, or 
clique of men, will not stop at anything 
that is low, mean, dirty or under- 
handed in their efforts to find out 
what their opponents are doing, even 
to the extent of bribery, in the face of 
the fact that the information they 
seek may be obtained in a legitimate 
way without the least effort on their 
part other than expressing the wish. 
Just by way of illustrating the high- 
handed or rather underhanded meth- 
ods of the leaders of the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ League of America 
The Billboard herewith presents posi- 
tive proof of the dirty work resorted 
to by officers of that body to find out 
the actions of the thoroly aroused ex- 
hibitors who bolted the recent Chi- 
cago convention and formed the new 
American Exhibitors’. Association at a 
convention held in the Hotel Morrison 
in Chicago. 

That Kent Lockwood, a young man 
stenographer, was bribed by officials 
of the M. P. E. L. to report the pro- 
ceedings of the bolters’ convention, 
and that up to August 2? he had not 
been paid for his services, is shown in 
a letter written by Joseph Hopp, vice- 
president of the M. P. E. L., to National 
President Lee A. Ochs, a carbon copy 
of which The Billboard has, and which 
it herewith reproduces. 

It is shown that Lockwood reported 
the minutes of the A. E. A. conven- 
tion, turning his stenographic report 
over to Hopp, who in turn forwarded 
them to Ochs in New York. Had the 
officers of the M. P. EF. L. cared to go 
to the trouble they could easily have 
saved the $54 stenographer bill by 
going to the offices of the American 
Exhibitors’ Association, 1110 Times 
Building, New York City, where the 
minutes of all meetings of the associa- 
tion are on file and where they con- 
stitute an “open book,” which anyone 
interested in the welfare of motion 
pictures is welcome at any time to read 
from cover to cover. 

But the leaders of the M. P. EB. L. 
resorted to dirty, underhanded tactics 
to get their information, as the letter 
from Hopp to Ochs proves. The car- 
bon copy in the possession of The Bill- 
board does not bear Hopp’s signature,

U. M. P. A. Ratifies Contract 
With Actors’ Equity 


Following Recent Agreement 
With Musicians 


Now After Adverse Legislation 
and Unjust Taxation 


New York, Aug. 13.—For the first 
time in years the United Managers’ 
Protective Association is at harmony 
with the various branches of the 
stage profession, the final step to- 
wards promoting this harmony being 
the ratification during the past week 
of the new contract under which it 
will operate with the Actors’ Equity 
Association. The details of the con- 
tract, which goes into effect at once, 
and continues until rewoked, have 
been given in full from time to time 
in The Billboard. 

Aside from the benefits accruing to 
the actor, the new contract also pro- 
tects the managers, in that violations 
on the part of the actor will result in 
suspension from the pirvileges and 
protection of the Equity Association.

Universal Film Co. Enjoined 


From Showing Mrs. Humiston 


Supreme Court Justice Rules 


Films Are Not Newspapers 


Sets a Precedent Which May 


Work Havoc With Producers 


New York, Aug. 11.—One of the 
most important court decisions affect- 
ing the motion picture industry, was 
that handed down yesterday by Justice 
Ordway in the New York Supreme 
Court, when he granted the applica- 
tion of Mrs. Grace Humiston, the 
lawyer, who figured in the sensational 
Ruth Cruger case, that the Universal 
Film’ Manufacturing Company be en- 
joined from exhibiting her in a recent 
issue of its Animated Weekly, on the 
ground that she was only a private 
citizen, entitled to be protected in her 
right of privacy. The injunction is 
granted pending the trial of Mrs. Hu- 
miston’s action against the Universal, 
in which she asks $100,000 for the un- 
authorized use of her picture. 

The various film news weeklies, in 
the past, have been wont to photo- 
graph and show upon the screen men 
and women in important walks of life, 
and have been in some instances as 
prompt as the daily newspapers in 
chronicling important events of na- 
tional importance. 
Ruth Cruger, a missing New York girl, 
was found thru the persistent efforts 
of Mrs. Humiston, who is a lawyer, the

man was on the job and secured some 


scenes of Mrs. Humiston on the site of 


the Cruger girl’s murder. 

Mrs. Humiston objected to these pic- 
trues of her being exhibited upon the 
screen, in spite of the fact that every 
newspaper had carried from one to a 
dozen pictures of her, and 
columns of news 
work. 

Justice Ordway, in granting the in- 
junction yesterday, said that the Uni- 
versal Animated Weekly ts not en- 
titled to the protection afforded a 
newspaper under the constitutional 
provisions of the liberty of the press, 
altho the defendant’s films are photo- 
graphs of actual current events and 
are produced and distributed weekly 
as soon as possible after the occurrence 
of the events. The court pointed out 
t@at the United States Supreme Court 
heard recently a similar case in an ac- 
tion of the Mutual Film Corporation 
against the Industrial Commission of

Can you im- 
agine the ushers checking up the seats after 
the show has started, and bodily throwing out 
those wrongly seated? Can you imagine Man- 
agef Lieberman addressing bis audience, coat- 
less and collarless, with bat on head and cigar 
in his mouth? Can you imagine what a riot 
would happen if the chorus girls “up on Broad- 
way”’ called fellows up from the audience to 
dance with them? 

Well, this is but a few of the things we saw 
at Kessler’s Roof Garden Thursday night. But 
right here credit must be given Lieberman. 
His chorus, consisting of fourteen real attract- 
ive girls, with voices, and chock full of pep 
and ginger, would make the average burlesque 
chorus this season look like thirty cents. True, 
the principals were from the ‘“‘sticks,’’ but the 
tougher tht show is the better they like it 
down on the lower East Side. And they pay 
regular money for the good seats. 

The noise made by the audience reminded 
one of a boiler factory, especially after the 
amateurs got started. Talk about the old ama 
teur nights on the Bowery. They had nothing 
on Lieberman's amateur night this week. Space 
forbids of a detalled review, but suffice it to 
say everybody got his money's worth tenfold. 

The Lieberman show closes tomorrow (Sun 
day) night, and Manager Jake takes to the 
road at the head of one of the Columbia wheel 
shows. But it’s a pretty safe bet that during 
the forty to forty-five weeks he is out he will 
never get the laughs and genuine fun that 
has been his lot during his ten weeks on 
Kessler’a roof. Too bad you missed it. You'd 
have remembered it to your dying day.—J. P

ADMISSION TAX SECTION 


Of War Revenue Measure as It Now 
Stands Before Senate 


Wasbington, Aug. 11.—Senator F. M. Sim- 
mons, of North Carolina, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, in the opening speech in 
the Senate on the war revenue measure, paid a 
tribute to the motion picture theater in ex- 
plaining why the tax was taken off all admis- 
sions to such theaters up to and including 25 
cents. 

The admission tax section as now before the 
Senate reads as follows: 

“That there shall be levied, assessed, collected 
and paid (a) a tax of 1 cent for each 10 cents 
or fraction thereof of the amount paid for admis- 
sion to any place, including admission by season 
ticket or subscription, to be paid by the person 
making such payment: Provided, that the tax 
on admission of children where an admission 
charge for such children is made shall in every 
case be 1 cent; and (b) a tax of 5 cents for 
each admission of each person (except in the 
case of a bona fide employee and children under 
12 years of age and municipal officers on mu-

That the new season will be an exceptionally 
uncertain one most magnates are agreed. For 
the first time in twenty years—practically for the & 
first time in the history of modern vaudeville— 
the hundreds of theaters in the great Midwest 
and auxiliary routes will open with America at 
war. The big men in the field are confronted Py

even when they desire it, because of the fact that 3 


most of them are married to women whose earn- * 
ing powers compare favorably with those of their 
husbands. In addition to this the “cream” of 
the theatergoers, the young men who buy tickets 
for themselves and usually tack on an extra 
one for their sisters or sweethearts, fall within 
the draft age. 


Wartime always calls for a sacrifice of lux- 
uries and it is feared that lighter forms of en- 
tertainment—particularly vaudeville—will suffer 
accordingly. 

Vandeville has grown to such proportions with- 
in recent years that most of the men who gar- 
nered fortunes have found it advisable to re- 
invest in the field. 


For this reason the men who count for some- 
thing in the field are striving their utmost to 
conserve their forces, The agents fee! account- 
able to the theater owners as they never were 
before. Frequently the tendency has been to 
“put something over’? on the owners, but now 
agents realize that the very life of their business 
is at stake and they intend to “prune’’ their 
books conscientiously in order that nothing but 
worth while acts will be presented. 

Whether the public will take kindly to acts 
directly and indirectly built around war themes 
remains to be seen. During the summer several 
acts along these lines have been rehearsed, some 
at great expense, but the theater owners and 
the agents do not know whether they will be 
hailed with wild acclaim or frozen silence. It is 
universally agreed that the ordinary “‘kind ap- 
plause” stuff will not go, and many theater

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BURLESQUE THIS SEASON 
SHOWS BIG. IMPROVEMENT 


Majority of Producers Have Discarded Worthless 
Junk and Substituted Books of Real 
Merit—Better Press Copy 
Now the Rule 


New York, Aug. 11.—The writer, having 
viewed about thirty of the burlesque shows in 
rehearsal, is pleased to report that producers, 
in many cases, have made a determined effort 
to procure better books for their 1917-1918 ve- 
hicles. It is true that some of the producers 
have still stuck to their ‘‘penny-wise, pound- 
foolish” methods, and will again serve up ito 
the public the same line of worthless and un- 
interesting junk which they have clung to for 
years and whose only virtue rests in the fact 
that it is cheap. 

For the real good of burlesque in general it 
is to be hoped that a discriminating public will 
express its approval of the better shows and 
its disapproval of the cheaper ones in such a 
way that another season may see a still great- 
er. improvement. More producers than ever 
before have sbowed their good intentions by 
walking up and paying real money for books. 
For that reason real authors are furnishing more 
burlesque material this season than ever before 
and fewer bocks owe their authorship to brick- 
layers, plumbers and stevedores. It must be 
confessed that, in some instances, the books 
obtained are not altogether burlesque classics, 
but, in other instances, books have been ob- 
tained which are spontaneous in their comedy, 
virile in their situations and fresh and vigorous 
in their subjects. A few cases might be men- 
tioned where burlesque books are so unique 
in their comedy interest that they should prove 
real laugb-riots on the circuits. 

Among the shows which have paid real money 
for books that are absolutely new may be men- 
tioned the following, and while the list is 
not complete it will give a fair idea of those 
which have made an especial effort to deliver 
real goods to the public: ‘Fred Irwin's Big

There will be a notable improvement in the 
character of publicity used also, Most pro- 
ducers regarded the communications sent out 
from headquarters called for press matter 
prepared in a better way, but some of the same 
“‘penny-wise, pound-foolish’’ producers will again 
float their annual illiteracy in the faces of 
editors. One producer who has several shows 
places such miserable press junk into the hands 
of his agents that, overcome with shame at 
having such working tools In their bands, sev- 
eral of those agents took the matter to a 
“doctor’’ to fix up. The writer was privileged 
to see some of this matter, which showed no 
regard for grammatical construction and which 
regarded the existence of nothing in the line 
of punctuation but a period. 

But it takes time to reform anything, and 
the present season bas shown marked progress 
in-both the matter of books and publicity. The 
day is coming and is near at hand when every 
producer will realize that these two items are 
important and not as insignificant as they have 
regarded them in the past. 


JACKSON FOR TOLEDO 


Chicago, Aug. 11.—Billy Jackson will leave 
for Toledo, 0., early next week, to become 
producing director of the musical comedy and 
burlesque stock company at the Orpheum Thea- 
ter, under the management of Chas.

CABARET SCENE SUCCEEDS OLIO 


New York, Aug. 11.—The olio is a thing of 
the past for burlesque, and in its place the 
burlesque public is to be surfeited with cabaret 
scenes. Burlesque producers follow each other 
like a lot of sheep, nine out of ten of them 
spending most of their time watching to see 
what the other fellow does. Then they follow 
suit. Hardly a show this season offers the con- 


ventional olio, the shows seeking to introduce 
their specialties logically during the produc- 
tion. But in place of the olio comes the cab- 
aret scene or roof garden setting. In this en- 
vironment the specialties are introduced, and 
no one ever misses the olio. Now it is up to 
someone to invent a good word for the stage 
cabaret scene, for even now It can be seen that 
there will be a whole lot of use for it. 


STILL SHY OF CHORUS GIRLS 


New York, Aug. 11.—Some of the shows are 
taking to the road without their full quota of 
chorus girls for the first time in their history. 
The chorus girl shortage caused by the preva- 
lence of musical tabloids, cabarets, burlesque 
stock, etc., made it exceedingly difficult to 
procure girls this season, and the hot weather 
in rehearsal time was the crowning blow which 
depleted the ranks. But shows cannot wait 
even for chorus girls, and many of them have 
gone out or are about to go out and take a 
chance of picking up the additional girls they 
want along the line. Producers are already 
figuring on schemes for next season which will 
guard them against any such occurrence in the 
future. 


BOSTONIAN’S NEW SHOW

PERFORMERS KNOW 
WHAT THEY WANT 


Also What They Don’t Want, 
as Publishers Are Rapidly 
Finding Out 


The waning summer season in the Song 
World has been an epochal one. If publishers 
have learned their lesson (which they must do 
in some period of their existence in order to 
survive) recent experiences will be hailed as 
the greatest blessings ever showered upon the 
game as a whole. 

Concisely put, this is what the publisher has 
learned or should have learned: (1) The per- 
former’s judgment of a popular song is more 
valuable than the publisher’s. (2) General war 
hysteria does not affect the popular song market 
unless the songs produced are as worthy as those 
written in normal times. (3) The same per- 
former who told you your song was a riot when 
you paid for having it sung is now coldly crit- 
ical. (4) When you put something over on the 
dealer that doesn’t go with the public the 
dealer exacts his revenge. (5) Self-hypnotism 
brings bankruptcy nearer than prosperity. 

In plain English the ‘kid yourself along’’ 
days are over. Without ‘‘extra inducements”’ 
to offer singers the singer takes only the kind 
of numbers that appeal to him. In view of 
other conditions confronting the publisher, unless 
his catalog embraces songs which appeal to a 
majority of the singers, his chances of popu- 
larizing numbers are mighty slight. The wise 
publisher modestly takes a second place and 
strives his utmost to provide the right kind of 
material. 

The publishers now know that there was no 
need of rushing to the front with war songs. 
Roth performers and the public wanted something 
more than mere ‘‘cheer for the flag’’ stuff and 
took their time about securing the right kind of 
material. Publishers know there’s still plenty 
ef room on the market for a real warinspired 
song—yet no room whatever for inferior 
gibberish that does not possess the ring of 
sincerity. 

Publishers should welcome, rather than re- 
sent, the coldly critical attitude of the singer 
that has made itself evident within the last 
few months. The singer performs great service, 
at equally great personal hazard, and should be 
treated accordingly. Songs that ‘‘flop’’ hurt 
him far more than the publisher. 

Dealers were never so critical since the 10- 
cent stores first put on the brakes some years 
age, after buying any old thing to supply the 
at that time 10-cent trade. The dealers already 
realize that the performers no longer use certain 
songs in common unless these numbers are of” 
exceptional caliber. They no longer can afford 
to take stock in what songs will do, but prefer 
to know what they have done, 

Thanks to the new, independent attitude of 
the-performer who strives to be a real friend

SONG LOGIC 


CHOOSING MATERIAL 


Choosing new song material is the performer’s most difficult task. ‘Tis 
easy enough to deliver a song you're used to—one with which your audiences 
are familiar because you and others have used it forsome time. But, in select- 
ing new songs, performers should realize that their entire future is at stake. 
Publishers work upon the theory that everything they issue is wonderful and 
performers who take their word at face yalue frequently find themselves in a 
precarious position. Find out what a publisher is advertising and then look 
the stuff over. If it lacks “punch” don’t concern yourself with what a riot it 
proved for So-and-so, who probably got some sort of special inducement for 
putting it on, despite the vigilance of the Publishers’ Association. A song 
devoid of “punch” in the regular version is not likely to be lifted to eminence 
because of various versions, extra verses and additional “‘punch lines. Your 
fame depends upon individuality—the publisher's profit rests upon the number 
of imitators he secures for doing the same song in the same manner. There 
is an inevitable clash. While you are perfectly willing to give the publisher 
the benefit of popularization resulting from many singers using the same 
song, in return for this you want material which possesses sufficient merit to 
have you sing it as you would—with all your mannerisms and individuality— 
not as one of many performing a weary task in a monotonous manner.

Many performers use a publisher’s professional rooms for a rehearsal 
hall while whipping a new act into shape. Frequently, in order to excuse this 
use of the premises, numbers in the publisher's catalog are ostentatiously re- 
hearsed. If they are rehearsed with a view of putting them in the act all is 
well and good. But, if this is done merely to “kid” the publisher along, the 
performer is guilty of a double offense. He has secured a rehearsal room 
under false pretenses, depriving others of the use of the room. In addition to 
this he takes up the time of the publisher’s pianist or demonstrator. A more 
contemptible way of returning evil for good would be hard to conceive of. 
Publishers should put these “rehearsal hogs” on record and blacklist them as 
they would any other type of professional grafters. 


SELF- 


A great problem in the vaudeville field is the performer who thinks he or 
she can write his or her own material. Of course, there are exceptional cases 
of ambidexterous people who are equally at home in conceiving of ideas and 
interpreting them. But the vast majority of those afflicted with thie form of 
ego do not come under this classification. Fortunately, a great many get over 
the notion after meeting with rebuffs. But many inferior writers survive be- 
cause of superior talent in delineation. Many business men have failed be- 
cause they refused to hire clerks and tried to attend to all details of business 
personally. The performer who thinks he ought to write his own material 
should contemplate the idea of being his own electrician and stage hand—it 
really amounts to the same thing.

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CULLEN DENIES REPORT 


Says Caliban Was Not a Financial Fail- 
ure in Boston 


Boston, Mass., August 11.—Edward F. Cullen, 
business manager of Caliban, which was pro- 
duced ut the Harvard Stadium for four weeks, 
denied the report that the production had proved 
a financial fizzle, as was printed in an after- 
noon paper here. This is what one of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee had to say to The Billboard 
representative: 

“At the time we did not know where we 
were at. Our books had not been completed and 
we may yet be to the good, but we did not 
make much money. Money is still coming in 
and at the present time we can not state just 
how we stand. The salvage of the property 
will bring in considerable, but how much we 
can not tell, but the statement that Caliban 
would bring no money to the Red Cross and the 
Harvard Reserve Officers’ Corps is not true 
from our present information, but in a few days 
we will be able to give a complete return of our 
finances to the press and public. Caliban was 
started long before war was declared, and it 
\as intended from the beginning not to make 
mony, but merely to have a huge community 
masque for the benefit of the public. When war 
was declared the proposition changed somewhat 
in aspect, and it was felt that we would be able 
to procure some money to aid those organiza- 
tions. Furthermore, the Liberty Loan and the 
Red Cross campaign just preceded the perform- 
ances of Caliban, and, of course, made our work 
harder. The Executive Committee declared the 
expenses of Caliban were greater than expected 
and said many obstacles hindered it at the start 


and numerous other incidents did not aid its

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THE ‘HE LEGITIMATE STAGE 


CONDUCTED BY THEODORE A.LIEBLER JR. 


After exempting the cheap motion picture and 
performances given for charity the Government 
ostimates that it Will collect a total of $23,000,000 
thru its ten per cent supertax on admission to 
places of amusement this coming year. This 
means that if we make no allowance for the 
trifing percentage of this total that will be de- 
rived from the taxation of the deadhead the 
Government expects the public to spend $253,- 
000,000 for the more expensive forms of amuse- 
ment im the course of the year. This figures 
approximately $700,000 a day, Sundays included, 
summer and winter, fall and spring, regardless 
of war conditions and the campaign for enforcing 
economy. 


At first blush the figures seem excessive, but 
in giving them a Mttle thought one is convinced 
that they will rum rach higher. We are so 
accustomed to bounding our world by the confines 
of the legitimate and light musical fields that 
we are inclined to eliminate other vast enter- 
prices from our considerations. We are in the 
habit of estimating the average aggregate week- 
ly receipts of the New York producing houses at 
$200,000 for normal times, extending over a 
season of forty weeks, or $8,000,000 in all. Add 
to thie the receipts of such Institutions as the 
Hippodrome, the Century and the Winter Garden, 
which form a group by themselves, allied. as 
nearly to vaudeville as to the legitimate, and 
we increase the season’s total by more than 
$2,000,000. Another allowance for the receipts 
of the off season in the summer and we find 
the New York public spending about $10,250,000 
each year for amusements of this character. To 
arrive at a total for the country is difficult, but 
a conservative method would be to multiply the 
New York total by eight. We then find the 
legitimate producers receiving a season's gross of 
$82,000,000, or about 82 per cent of the Govern- 
ment estimate. 

Checking these figures is almost an impossible 
task. One big producing house, controlling 
elghteen attractions thrnout a good theatrical 
year, figured its gross income fer the year at 
somewhat over $4,000,000. It had no musical at- 
tractions, the receipts for which average higher 
than straight drama, but several of its produc- 
tions were of the spectacular order and com- 
manded big houses, while it bad more than ite 
share of popular euccesses, some of them 
several seasons old. It does not seem unreason- 
able to figure the business of this one concern 
es one-twentieth of the aggregate business of 
all producers, The gross takings figured include, 
‘f course, the share of the theaters in which 
its attractions appeared. 

In regard to the receipts of other branches 
f the amusement business it is harder for a 
theater man to contribute estimates that will 
come within striking distance of the figures that 
will be realized. But such consideration as we 
can give them lead us to believe that their ag- 
gregate will be more than double the total of 
the producing and combination houses of the 
country. Taking them in the order of the maxi. 
mum charge for admis:ion by representative or- 
gsnizations we find grand opera attaining tre- 
mendous totals In New York and flourishing in 
several other large cities for considerable periods. 
We find artists in the concert field commanding 
receipts for single concerts that would constitute 
® very acceptable week's total for a smashing 
big success in the legitimate. Adding to the 
takings of your Carugos and McCormacks those 
of thousands of singers, pianists and instrumen- 
talists, of the big bands and orchestras, and we 
have an item that eurely runs into the tens of 
milllona. Again we have the theatrical attrac- 
tions not necessarily operated from the big theat 
rieal centers, the stock compantes and the reper- 
tolre shows. And bigger still, the raudeville 
houses, hundreds of them, most of them com- 
pelled to do a weekly business of several thou 
sands to meet expenses. In this we include the 
house offering a split bill of vaudeville and 
pictures, yet charging an entrance fee sufficient 
'y large to subject them to the tax. And still 
bigger, perhaps, are the circuses and Wild West 
shows, not so many of them, of course, but 
rach of them doing a daily business in excess of 
(he average weekly business of legitimate at 
fractions and eome of them many times that 
‘mount. And, finally, the openair amusements, 
neluding baseball and other sports, all of which 

ome under the scope of the revenue act. 
Surely, between opera, concert, vaudeville, cir- 
cus, baseball, carnival, stock company, reper- 
‘olre show and all the rest, the amusement 


world can show receipts equal in all to three 
‘imes those attained by legitimate drama and 
‘usical comedy. 

Analyzing the figures from another angle an 
‘penditure of $258,000,000 per annum represents 
‘ per capita outlay of only $2.53 for amusements 
eSclusive of pletures, or of approximately $20 


or 40 cents a week for every city-dwelling fam- 
ily.

New York, Aug. 9.—Sparkling with whole- 
some comedy, a trifle drawn out at times, yet 
with sufficient interesting situations to make up 
for this discrepancy, and absolutely devoid of 
suggestiveness, is Friend Martha, the new Ed 
ward Peple comedy, which made its metropoli- 
tan bow at the Booth Theater Tuesday evening. 
Friend Martha is not what one would call a 
knockout, im theatrical parlance, but for a play 
of its type it is exceptionally clever, and, what 
is more, highly entertaining. True, it Is a 
direct attack at the narrowmindedness of the 
Quakers of the 1830 period, going to the extent 
of showing them up in a pretty bad light, but 
as time bas changed these conditions no one will 
be any the worse. Aside from its really clever 
lines and situations Friend Martha is acted by 
a cast of exceptional capability. The leading 
toles are bandled in superb fashion, and at the 
first two performances, Tuesday and Wednesday, 
legitimate curtain calls were in order after each 
of the four acts. 

The story has to do with Martha, the high- 
strung daughter of the Mayhews, who are 
Quakers of the strictest type—that is, the father 
is, and the mother, delightful old soul, has no 
choice but to blindly obey. Martha rebels 
when, in punishment for her “sin” of laughing 
on the Sabbath, she is betrothed to Aaron 
Quane, an elder, old enongh to be her gran- 
father. While the family is at meeting the 
Mayhew home js visited by Harry Shirley, who 
at first attempts familiarities, and then, realiz- 
ing Martha’s innocence, falls madly in love with 
her. On the day set for her marriage to 
Quane Shirley enters the Mayhew home, where 
Martha is held a prisoner, making his entrance 
by means of a secret way atop the fireplace, and 
they elope. Failing to find a minister who will 
wed them, because neither is of age, they are 
traced to a public inn, first by Shirley’s father, 
and then by the girl’s parents. Everything turns 
out happily when the girl’s mother announces 
her intention to renounce her husband if he re- 
fuses to give his consent to the marriage of 
Martha and Harry, and everybody is satisfied 
excepting Elder Quane. 

In the title role Oza Waldrop has a part which 
she characterizes with exceptional sweetness and 
cleverness. Her brief excursions into the heights 
of frenzy are most capably handled and she wins 
merited applause thruout the entire performance. 
Edmund Breese is the father who rules his 
housebold with a hand of iron, only to be de- 
fied by Martha, while Lizzie Hudson Collier, as 
the mother, is so tenderly sweet that one’s sym- 
pathy just naturally goes out to her. Sydney 
Greenstreet depicts the role of Aaron Quane 
in most realistic fashion, while R. Leigh Denny 
is convincing as young Shirtey, the impetuous, 
tho consistent, lover. Friend Martha will fur- 
nish you with plenty of laughs and cleancut en- 
joyment, and while it may not rank as one cf 
the season’s big hits it deserves much praise 
and credit. 

The New York dally newspaper critics were 
only lukewarm in their praise, some of them 
even attacking the production. For instance, 
The World says: ‘“‘The play has a powerfu! 
emotional appeal, and the romance of the Lit- 
tle Quakeress and the rich youth is most di 
verting.”” Alan Dale, in The American, says: 
“Friend Martha might have appealed to audiences 
of the vintage of its scenes. Perhaps it is our 
fault that we have outgrown such a story. It 
may also be our misfortune, but you see the 
movies have tuned us to keener things.’’ 

The Tribune in its review said: ‘‘Friend 
Martha successfully depicts the rigors of Quaker 
life, but rigors alone o not quite make a com 
edy.’” On the other hand Charles Darnton, in 
The Evening World, admits the play was “acted 
and staged in a most satisfactory manner,”’ and

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PONTIAC’S SUCCESS 


Mammoth Crowds Visit the Various Spectacles 
and Hear Feature Attractions—The Moon 
Garden Proves a Great Success 


Pontiac, Il,, promised much and delivered 
more than it promised. To start with, the regu- 
ular program was a regular program. That said, 
nuf ced. The real features, in things that 
stood out and made this year different from 
last year and the last twenty years, were the 
new angles of local interest and the opportuni- 
ties they offered for local self-expression—these 
were the differentiating factors that made this 
year so different. 

Pontiac bas seethed its soul in the best that 
the chautaugua had to offer until today it takes 


one song, another one had fifty and sang them 
all. Meantime the boys were busy ringing the 
cash register. 

A regular city cafeteria served meals right 
on the ground, that is, if you wanted to eat 
them there. They served 900 suppers one even- 
ing and had to quit because the chef ran out 
of grub and the cashier ran out of change. 

Mrs. Frank Runyan directed the Sunday school 
parade and had youngsters from all over the 
county marching thru the streets. It is said 
that the children of Livingston County hadn’t 
been so good, well, not since the week before

Did you ever see Her Speedy Af 
fair, with Ray Gallagher and Billie Rhodes in 
the leading parts? Well, Irma Skinner wrote 
that scenario. The Biograph produced When 
Aunt Hannah Arrives, and there was Papa's 
Darling, starring Ethel Grandin, which The 
Chicago Tribune psenounced as ‘‘The Best Pic- 
ture of the Week.”’ 

Miss Skinner was then selected for the part 
of the play which Mary Pickford would have 
taken had she arrived in time. And say, this 
little girl of a woman can act as well as write. 

The Pontiac Daily Leader reported the pic- 
ture as it was shown as follows: 


“SPLENDID LOCAL MOVIB 

“Movie night recorded another immense crowd, 
which necessitated giving three performances of 
the big local picture instead of two, as previous- 
ly arranged. The production of His Honor, the 
Mayor, the scenario by Miss Irma Skinner, by 
the Amazon Film Company, is the best local 
picture that has ever been witnessed in Pontiac, 
It was expected that certain elements entering 
into the making of moving pictures might af- 
fect to a degree the final results and that in

ence, and nothing short of an amusement sub- 
marine will start a quiver. Why even the 
Kilties Band, with their bagpipes and veneered 
knees, hardly more than interfered with the Tues- 
day Afternoon Tatting Society. One woman fell 
sixty laps behind the rest, that was all. 

Mr. Bryan was there again and drew as usual. 
This gave some local bushwhacker a chance to 
break into the funny column of The: Chicago 
Tribune by slandering a couple of Indians and 
belittling his own town for trying to get down 
to his own level. 

The Historical Pageant was a drawing card 
and was repeated for the second showing. Hun- 
dreds of local historians took part in this effort. 

The Military Tattoo on the river was another 
feature well worth the trouble it took to pre- 
sent it. 

The Moon Garden was a new and mighty pop- 
ular feature. It was one that other chautauquas 
could study with great profit to their own as- 
sembly. It was a regular gold mine, It met 
a long felt want. It made possible a real con- 
cession. What was it? Aye, what was it? 
Echo answers, I don’t know. But from what 
The Billboard man could see it was a sort of 
moral cabaret, a church ice cream festival with 
real ice cream, a lawn fete with real sociability 
on tap, a converted beer garden that had cin- 
ders aud sand on the sawdust trail, hence booze 
consisted of homemade goods. The Moon Garden 
was a place to tarry a while and turn those 
long, weary hours from ten o’clock to bedtime 
into moments of real pleasure. Curfew shall 
not ring tonight was the watchword. 

There were Hawaiians to entertain at the 
Moon Garden while the crowd inhaled pop thru 
areal straw. Singers galore. One quartet had 


Christmas. Two thousand were admitted free; 
nuf ced. 

The day I bought a sack of popcorn the re- 
ceipts of the stationary Ford were $150 in actual 
cash, including my nickel. 

There were three big tents devoted to the 
educational and industrial exposition. The 
manufacturers and merchants took hold witb a 
will and the result was a display worthy of the 
attention given to it. There were in attend- 
ance at various times during the sessions nine 
different brass bands. There were delegations 
from the Commercial Clubs at Bloomington, 
Peoria, Fairbury, Pana, Streator, El Paso and 
other points. 

Commercial men are alive to everything that 
makes for better business and they are on the 
outlook for new ways of interesting the people 
in the fact that a town must not only be a 
good place to live in, but a good place in which 
to make a living. 

The one all-round big event and feature was 
the taking of moving pictures, . One would have 
thonght that Francis X. himself was on the 
ground and that Mary Pickford was expected 
to arrive on the same train with Charlie Chaplin 
the way the people stood around watching the 
director as he put the local cast thru the stunts, 

As announced in The Billboard some time ago 
the chavutauqua management offered a “cut in” 
on the movie money to the one residing in Liv- 
ingston County who would hand in the best 
scenario to be produced by a local cast. There 
were almost 300 more or less serious efforts to 
compete for this honor. 


Miss Irma Skinner was pronounced the winner. 
Here, then, was a fact not before locally recog- 
nized. Pontiac bad a successful scenario writer 
and didn’t know it. This young lady had al- 


all probability the picture would prove nothing 
more than a local picture, containing local in- 
terest. Without a dissenting opinion the crowds 
emerged from the big grand stand expressing the 
hearty approval and enthusiastic praise of the 
acting of the player and the splendid photog- 
raphy. 

“This moving picture production was not a part 
of the regular program, but an added feature, 
which cost a considerable sum of money. For 
an entire week a force of directors and camera 
men worked night and day to vroduce a pic- 
ture that would meet with the upproval of the 
public and the management. The taking of the 
picture and the several enacted scenes on the 
chautaugqua grounds were made with a view to 
giving the public an opportunity of familiariz- 
ing themselves with the manner of making and 
taking a moving picture, both day and night. 
The interest manifested last night has not as 
yet been equaled by any other feature of the 
entire week, judging from the rush at the grand 
stand, which could only be compared to the de- 
mand for seats for the big pageant. 


“Anticipating the desires of the entire com- 
munity Mr. Darnaby has arranged to give two 
performances of the picture tonight, starting the 
first performance at 8 o'clock, and the second 
performance at 9:15, enabling the public to 
witness the regular program and still not miss 
the added attractions. Arrangements have been 
made to reproduce the picture again on Sunday 
evening, to enable the immense crowd, which 
will undoubtedly fill the grounds for the last day 
of the most successful chautauqua that Pontiac 
bas ever held, to witness this unusual picture. 


“Following the engagements here the picture 
will be shown in all the immediate towns in the 


county, and then will go out thru the regular 
releasing channels.”’ 

Why was this local picture such a success? 
Here is your answer. It gave the people of 
Pontiac a chance to participate in the game. 
It brought out latent local talent. It made the 
people realize that there were many things of 
beauty right there at home which they had 
never seen before, Their old muddy river sud- 
denly became a crystal stream of beauty as 
well as a joy forever to the Mud Hens who have 
bathed in its sacred depths even as the Hindoo 
has found healing in the waters of the Ganges. 

Has J. A. Darnaby found the secret of suc- 
cess? Well, it’s hard to tell, for there are always 
a great many different ideas as to what suc- 
cess is really made of. The following, the 
truth of which we can vouch for, as we saw the 
correspondence while in Pontiac, is taken from 
The Daily Leader: 

“This morning Mr. Darnaby received a wire 
from the directors of the Pana Chautauqua ask- 
ing him to meet with thelr director on Tues- 
day next and consider an offer to direct their 
event for 1918, their 1917 assembly starting 
next week. This offer came after a visit of sev- 
eral of the directors to Pontiac this week and 
after witnessing the big pageant and considering 
the Moon Garden idea and exposition feature. 

“Another flattering proposition came from 
Peoria, where Mr. Darnaby will meet on Wednes- 
day a body of business men with a view to the 
organization of a $25,000 company to build a 
wonderful chautaugua along the lines of this 
year’s assembly in Pontiac, and carry out the 
plans proposed by Mr. Darnaby for next year's 
program. 

“Telephone messages of inquiry have been re- 
ceived from several other chautanquas, but with 
a possible one at Springfield and two other big 
cities, Mr. Darnaby will consider no other 
offers,”

Altho the fact is not yet recognized 
the advent of the American Exhibitors’ 
Association is quite the most impor- 
tant event of the year in the motion 
picture industry. 


The exhibitors of America have 
never had a real league or association. 

They have never even had a real 
one promised or offered them. 

Heretofore the promoters of the 
pseudo-leagues have projected and or- 
ganized them not with any idea or in- 


tention of helping the exhibitor or ad- 
vancing his interests, but solely for the 
purpose of bolstering up some selfish 
interest or fostering and furthering 
private ambitions. The organizer in- 
variably has had some scheme of his 
own that he needed the backing of a 
league to put over. His concern for 
the exhibitor was sheer pretense and 
this was often so apparent that even 
the most undiscerning could detect it. 

The only reason that exhibitors 
joined at all was because the cost of 
membership was so light that it was 
easier to sign up and go im than to 
combat and withstand the constant 
pressure that was being brought to 
bear upon them. 


But this new movement is different. 

It originates among exhibitors who 
evince a spontaneous and genuine de- 
sire for a real association. 

The men who initiated the organi- 
zation and will endeavor to perfect it 
are showmen. 

They will proceed upon the assump- 
tion that “the pictures” is a show- 
man’s proposition. 

They know that under present con- 
ditions they are laboring under serious 
disadvantages. 

They know just what these are and 
they know that the only way in which 
they can be done away with is thru or- 
ganization. 


This, in itself, is an inducement and 
avery great one, because the beneficial 
possibilities of an exhibitors’ associa- 
tion and ways of attaining them are so 
many that they should not all be de- 
cided upon before at least a majority 
of the ultimate members have been 
enrolled and afforded a chance to ex- 
press themselves. 


We trust that exhibitors everywhere 
will give the literature which is now 
being mailed to them close scrutiny 
and careful consideration. 

Remember that propaganda is ex- 
pensive and that the burden of same 
in the beginning must of necessity 
fall upon the shoulders of a few de- 
voted pioneers. 

Read every line and scrap of it close- 
ly. Analyze it. Weigh it. 

And then kick in with your applica- 
tion and initiation fee quickly. 

Be assured that the American Ex- 
hibitors’ Association is going to be a 
success. There is no doubt of it, for 
right, like truth, is mighty and must 
prevail, and the organization is above 
all other things—right.

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Editorial Comment 


Altho the fact is not yet recognized 
the advent of the American Exhibitors’ 
Association is quite the most impor- 
tant event of the year in the motion 
picture industry. 

The exhibitors of America have 
never had a real league or association. 

They have never even had a real 
one promised or offered them. 

Heretofore the promoters of the 
pseudo-leagues have projected and or- 
ganized them not with any idea or in- 


tention of helping the exhibitor or ad- 
vancing his interests, but solely for the 
purpose of bolstering up some selfish 
interest or fostering and furthering 
private ambitions. The organizer in- 
variably has had some scheme of his 
own that he needed the backing of a 
league to put over. His concern for 
the exhibitor was sheer pretense and 
this was often so apparent that even 
the most undiscerning could detect it. 

The only reason that exhibitors 
joined at all was because the cost of 
membership was so light that it was 
easier to sign up and go in than to 
combat and withstand the constant 
pressure that was being brought to 
bear upon them. 


But this new movement is different. 

It originates among exhibitors who 
evince a spontaneous and genuine de- 
sire for a real association. 

The men who initiated the organi- 
zation and will endeavor to perfect it 
are showmen. 

They will proceed upon the assump- 
tion that ‘the pictures” is a show- 
man’s proposition. 

They know that under present con- 
ditions they are laboring under serious 
disadvantages. 

They know just what these are and 
they know that the only way in which 
they can be done away with is thru or- 
ganization. 


This, in itself, is an inducement and 
avery great one, because the beneficial 
possibilities of an exhibitors’ associa- 
tion and ways of attaining them are so 
many that they should not all be de- 
cided upon before at least a majority 
of the ultimate members have been 
enrolled and afforded a chance to ex- 
press themselves. 


We trust that exhibitors everywhere 
will give the literature which is now 
being mailed to them close scrutiny 
and careful consideration. 

Remember that propaganda is ex- 
pensive and that the burden of same 
in the beginning must of necessity 
fall upon the shoulders of a few de- 
voted pioneers. 

Read every line and scrap of it close- 
ly. Analyze it. Weigh it. 

And then kick in with your applica- 
tion and initiation fee quickly. 

Be assured that the American Ex- 
hibitors’ Association is going to be a 
success. There is no doubt of it, for 
right, like truth, is mighty and must 
prevail, and the organization is above 
all other things—right.

Realizing that they are merely a 
handful, and that the thousands of 
members they hope to take in will 
have good ideas and many of them, 
they have very wisely and rightly cen- 
tered upon a few of the most urgent 
objects to be attained and the more 


flagrant abuses to be abolished for 
their propaganda, but these afford 
ample <inducement to _ prospective 


members. 

New members will have plenty of 
chance to impress their personality 
and views upon the organization, to 
help define its scope and shape its 
course.

Did you ever hear any of the following erx- 
pressions: ‘I rode him when he was a real 
bucking horse.’’ ‘‘He’s what you call a strong- 
arm rider.”’ ‘‘I’d have copped first money only 
I was scratchin’ so high I lost my stirrup.’ 
“I used to do that trick years ago, but cut it 
out when all the punks started to trick ride.” 
“I hate to pull any of my real ropin’ tricks 
until they start to judge; these birds try and 
cop everything they see.’ ‘I caught that ox 
in 8 seconds, and would have tied him in 16 only 
I couldn’t get the bugger to lay.’”’ ‘‘Sure seems 
good tg see so many old-timers’ here.” ‘I'd 
never say anything about what any boy put 
over; it’s up to the judges to see things. Say, 
look at that guy; he’s got so much rosin on his 
chaps that the poppin’ noise they make sounds 
like a battle ‘somewhere in France.’ And then 
they claim these judges are on the square! 
Hoh!” “If I had a 10-year-old kid that 
couldn’t ride that old pony I'd disown him. 
What, me? No, I ain’t ridin’ this season; got 
all broke up in the potato race at Scrubbville 
when they let a lot of Jerseys get in the game 
that rode livery plugs they couldn’t handle.”’ 
“I sure hope I draw a bronk that doesn’t run 
off.” “Yes, he’s a good enough rider, but he 
sure is tricky. It'd take ten judges to see the 
stuff he gets away with.” “If they make 
them call their scratches I’ve got the money.’’ 
“Do I go under a horse’s neck? Say, all the 
common trick riders do that now. Watch the 
new one I spring.’’ ‘I think they are cutting 
too hard a bunch of bronks to the women. But 
my wife can ride anything they’ve got here.” 
“Yes, he’s some roper, but there is an old boy 
out home—just one of the common hands, you 
know—that, if I could only get him to work 
in front of a crowd like he does on the range 
would make these here other ropers look like 
they were standin’ stil!l.’"’ ‘“‘They tell me the 
bronk money has been decided before this con- 
test even started. I thought this was a square 
outfit. I passed up a couple of good guar- 
antee contracts to come here.”’ “See this cow- 
girl coming? She couldn’t ride in a Red Cross 
ambulance, strapped onto the cushions. Oh, 
hello, girlie, did yon draw a good horse? Good 
for you; you'll ride him!” “I thought this 
was a 15-inch fork contest. Look at the swell 
on that saddle. It looks like a snow plow.” 
“If they only make us stop these steers and 
then throw them, It'll be like stealing first 
money*for me.”” ‘The only way to have a bull- 
dogging contest is to bust *em wide open. But 
these safety first guys are kicking to stop ’em.’’ 
“Now, Mr. Judge, I don’t want to tell you your 
business, but I'm going to go right after this 
bronk when they turn him loose. If he runs off 
I'd like a good horse.’’ ‘Yes, I’ve got some 
good horses fur bulldogging and trick riding. 
I'll .let you use one for 50-50 of what you 
win. Say, I’m furnishing some people and 
stock over at the Ringville contest; if you want 
to go over with me on the same terms and 
work in the night show I think you'd be able 
to win some money.”” ‘“‘Every time I ride a 
bronk when that fellow judges he forgets to 
blow the whistle for the pick-up men to get 
my horse until there ain’t no more room for 
the pony to buck. I heard he had it in for me.’ 
“You bet she’s a good rider. I put her on 
her first bronk. If she'd listen’to me I'd have 
her riding slick all the time.” ‘Oh, yes, he’s 
a good enough announcer, but he always says 
when I get on a bronk, ‘He will not attémpt 
to ride a wild, untamed bronk, will he? May- 
be, watch him.’ I like a good, fair announce- 


ment, that’s all; but the kind he gives me gets 
me in bad “with the judges before I start.” 
“Trick roper, huh! He thinks he’s better than 


Will Rogers. The only time he puts me in 
mind of Rogers is when he chews gum; and he 
gets so busy doing that that he forgets to make 
the catch, and then says his rider doesn’t know 
how to ride for ropin’.’’ ‘I’ve been to all 
these contests, and it sure looks to me like 
they’d try and find some real judges.”” ‘‘Him? 
Yes, that’s his flivver. He carries it to all the 
contests and tries to take the judges joy riding 
in it. Yes, the boys use it for a jitney. Sure 
gets his goat. He imagines it’s a real car.”

Director General Wright Enthusiastic About De- 
partment of Agriculture Exhibition and 
Wright Company’s New 120-Mile- 
an-Hour U-Boat Chaser 


Cleveland, 0., Aug. 11.—A. T. Wright, direc- 
tor-general of the Industrial Exposition and 
Fair, to be held here September 1-9, since his 
return from the Washington conference Was 
been very enthusiastic about the different Gov- 
ernment exhibits that have been arranged for 
the approaching event. 


Secretary of Agriculture Houston has promised

RIVERSIDE PARK’S POOL 


Popular With Springfield (Mass.) 


‘ Amusement Seekers 
gn ey Mass., August 11.—Riverside 
Park, the big amusement resort just outside of 


this city, is showing the rest of the country 
something new in the way of swimming pools. 
The management has built a huge artificial lake, 
300 feet in diameter, and equipped with every 
possible convenience. The pool has been so at- 
tractive that it has been swamped with business 
during the past several weeks. The pool is 
saucer shaped, of solid reinforced concrete con- 
struction. The water enters from the center, 
being pumped thru filters at the rate of 3,000 
gallons per minute, and flows evenly toward the 
rim of the pool, where a shallow channel con- 
ducts it to pipes that lead to the Connecticut 
River. Thus a continual flow of clean, filtered 
and fresh water is maintained, no matter how 
large a crowd may be in the pool. The immense 
size of the pool, which has been named Lake 
Takeadip, puts it in a class by itself, and also 
makes it possible for the park to accommodate 
thousands of bathers at one time. The element 
of safety has been carefully considered, too, as 
125 feet from the

exhibitors in the live stock department. The 
Michigan Live Stock Breeders’ Association is 
again co-operating with the Michigan State 
Fair Association and offers additional premiums. 

The Better Babies’ Contest promises to be a 
big feature of this year’s fair. ‘This compara- 
tively new feature is finding a warm spot with 
everyone. Michigan will not judge on beauty 
standards, but will reckon only with physical 
perfection. 

A unique feature in contests is presented in the 
Boys’ Judging Contest when Michigan boys under 
21 will have the opportunity of passing judg- 
ment on live stock. Each contestant will pass 
judgment on five classes—horses, beef and dairy 
cattle, sheep and swine, Prizes in cash amount- 
ing to $150 will be awarded to the winners. 

Encouraging the food conservation appeal 
Secretary-Manager Dickinson has devised 
another unique contest in fruit canni for 
girls. Cash prizes amounting to $300 will be 
awarded. 

The midway will be a big amusement feature 
this year, with the attractions of sterling char- 
acter, furnished by the Johnny J. Jones Amuse- 
ment Company. Johnny Jones will make a 
“pike” in keeping with the other big attrac- 
tions, and promises many exceptional features. 

The big features and thrills are to be fur- 
nished by Ruth Law and Louis Gertson, In the 
publicity Miss Law is getting a wonderful play, 
and will undoubtedly prove the gate magnet 
smashing all records for attendance. 

The U, 8S. Sixth Engineering Corps, number- 
ing 1,300 men, has been encamped at the State 
Fair grounds for several weeks, but has de- 
parted for ‘‘somewhere.’’ Colonel Shirley and 
his medical corps, numbering about two hun-

building has a depth of 310 feet, facing on North 
avenue. The entire front, with a depth of 90 
feet, will be reconstructed and made into one of 
the most up-to-date moving picture theaters in 
that locality and will have a seating capacity 
of 1,500. The moving picture theater will be 
under the management of a different company, 
now being formed by George A. Finch, of Balti- 
more. 

The rear of the building will be used for ice 
skating and bowling alleys and will have its 
entrance on North avenue. The twenty two 
bowling alleys will be on the ground floor and 
the ice skating palace on the second floor. The 
skating surface will be 185 feet long, with @ 
large balcony at the end of the building, and 
when reconstructed it will extend over the top 
of the moving picture theater. 

It is expected the rink will be ready to open 
by October 15. The moving picture theater wil! 
be cooled in summer months from the ice pipes 
of the rink. While the two companies will be 
separate organizations they will be controlled 
by the same people.

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WILLIAM FOX ASSURES TRADE 
THAT HE MEANS BUSINESS 


Film Producer Reiterates to Exhibitors That His 


Standard Pictures Can Be Bought Separately 
Without Any Strings Attached 


New York, August 11.—Since William Fox 
made his first statement regarding his new 
policy many letters have reached him from ex- 
hibitors, asking if it is true that his “‘Standard 
Pictures”? can be bought separately, without 
any string to the arrangement. 

“I have answered these letters emphatically,”’ 
says Mr. Fox, “‘and I meant every word I said, 
We are so sure of the public demand for these 
pictures that we stand by our policy that no 
exhibitor will be asked to buy, nor be permitted 
to buy, until he has seen for himself what we 
have done, and why we have adopted this 
policy. Every Standard Picture is considered 
by us separate and alone. Our exhibitors may 
book one or all of them, as they see fit. We 
don’t wish an exhibitor to have a picture he 
doesn’t want and won’t take an interest in 
handling, for in e@ case like this neither he nor 
we will get the benefit out of it. 

‘“‘We have gone to the utmost limit on these 
pictures, and we have submitted them to all 
sorts of people, persons who know all about 
pictures, persons who think they do, and per- 
sons who know nothing about them. We have 
converted some people by showing them these 
pictures who have had years of experience in 
the show business, and who have always be- 
lieved that there was nothing much to come of 
the picture game. They soon realized that 
‘we were holding up the camera to nature,’ 
paraphrasing a speech of our old friend Ham- 
let, and they found nature quite an interesting 
subject, and they have never failed to tell us: 
‘There is something in the pictures after all.’ 

“We know that the ultimate consumer of our 
product is the public, and we know also that 
the exhibitor who comes closer -than anybody 
to the public knows what the public wants. 
He knows what will amuse them, what will 
instruct them, and what sort of entertainment 
his clientele will buy. We could go direct to 
the public with these pictures and not let the 
exhibitor in at all, but as I am an extensive 
exhibitor myself I feel that the exhibitor should 
have first call, for it is the motion picture 
business that we are building up and not the 
so-called legitimate theaters, and I believe thet 
the motion picture theaters should have an 
opportunity to show the best pictures the pro- 
ducers can evolve. That is why I want ex- 
hibitors to see these pictures before they play 
them. I want them to enthuse over them be- 


fore the public has a chance, and to advertise 
them with that enthusiasm in every line that 
they send out. And I am confident they will 
de so when they see them. They have oppor- 
tunities to compare them with other pictures 
after they have played them, but we want them 
to see ours in advance. We feel that our 
judgment can not be all wrong, and, as I said 
before, we have had as our ultimate goal the

One That Is Actually What It Purports To Be— 
an Association of Exhibitors, Officered by 
Exhibitors and Conducted Solely in 
the Interest of Exhibitors 


New york, August 12.—The Billboard is more 
than glad to state to the exhibitors and opera 
house managers of America that the movement 
initiated by ‘‘the bolters’” at the late coaven- 
tion of the Exhibitors’ League of America at 
Chicago, and which has resulted in the forma- 
tion of the American Exhibitors’ Association, 
instead of proving a mere flash in the pan has 
developed unexpected strength and bids fair to 
become not only a faction to reckon with, but 
a strong, powerful and useful body. 

The men who sponsored it are all right- 
minded, able men who recognize the need of 
a real association and possessed of grit and 
determination enough to make a serious, well- 
considered and gealous effort to realize their 
hopes, 

They sre going about the work of organiza- 
tion thoughtfully, carefully and slowly. There 
is going to be no hurrah and no fireworks. 

They realize what they have to contend with 
and they have not permitted themselves to 
minimize the difficulties they must needs en- 
counter and the obstacles they will have to sur- 
mount. 

They are starting upon the task with their 
eyes wide open, but undismayed. 

The apathy of the average exhibitor is their 
ehief concern. He has been bunked into paying 
dues into fake leagues and associations for 
which he has derived no benefits for so long 
a time that he is absolutely indifferent to prop- 
aganda and exhortation, so the men behind the 
American Exhibitors’ Association are prepar- 
ing for a long, hard, stubborn fight. 

They are prepared to enter upon a campaign 
of education first, if it is found necessary to 
pave the way in that manner, as it most likely 
will be. 

And right here is where the 
quick-minded exhibitor comes in. 

He must inquire into the matter, must write 
for literature, bulletins and information, if it 
does not reach him promptly, and, just as 
soon as he has satisfied himself that the move- 
ment is right, join it. 

Propaganda costs money. 

All the burden is falling on a few of the 
intrepid leaders of the movement so far, and it 
is highly important that initiation fees and 
dues begin to come in as soon and fast as pos- 
sible. 

The Billboard honestly and sincerely believes 
that every exhibitor in this country and Can- 
ada will eventually want to unite with the 
American Exhibitors’ Association. 

The advantages will be so many and the bene- 
fits so great that none will be able to afford to 
remain unattached. 

This being the case, the sooner they do so the 
better for their own sakes, and the sooner the 
men who are now supplying the funds will be 
relieved from a stiff financia) strain. 

The dues for the owners or managers of thea- 
ters are $6.00 per year. Until further notice 
these figures will include the initiation fee, al- 


intelligent, 
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tho it is likely that with the first meeting of 
the board this will be changed and members 
jgining the organization later will be taxed 
an initiation fee and dues. 

Not one cent of the association’s money is 
being spent ‘unnecessarily. The officers are put- 
ting up for and paying their own expenses and 
donating their time and services, President Jake 
Wells has loaned his suite of offices in the Times 
Building, New York, and it is in these that 
General Manager Charles C. Pettijohn makes 
his headquarters. 

None of the trade papers will receive pay for 
the publicity lent to the movement. Their serv- 


it has made application to the National Associa- 
tion to have the latter's by-laws 6o changed 
or amended as to provide the former with any 
particular form of representation on the latter's 
governing board. He explains that various In- 
dividual members have written suggesting such 
an idea, but that the organization has not _of- 
ficially made such a request, and does not intend 
to. It has offered its co-operation in all matters 
of universal interest to the industry, and at 
present to the United States Government, but 
Mr. Pettijohn avers that it has not considered 
the matter of affiliating with the National and 
that he personally seriously doubts both the 
wisdom and expediency of such a course. 

At the adjourned annual meeting, last week, 
of the National Association, it was voted to leave 
the matter in the hands of the Board of Di- 
rectors. A number of representatives of the ex- 
hibitors’ association were on hand, and at the 
first possible moment Samuel Trigger, head of 
the Exhibitors’ League in New York, but at 
the same time one of the leaders of the bolt in 
Chicago, made a motion to change the by-laws of 
the National Association so as to include the 
new organization in its membership, But,it is 
understood that even Mr. Trigger now questions 
the desirability of affiliation, and any action, pro 
er con, for several months to come, is extremely 
unlikely. ‘ 

One of the most encouraging things about the 
new association is the disposition upon the part 
of ite leaders and officers to proceed slowly, care- 
fully and deliberately. They are not to be stam- 
peded or rattled. hey examine every ques- 
tion from every side, talk it over thoroly, inquire 
into it, analyze it, and when they get good and 
ready they dispose of it. 

Naturally they are making precious few mis- 
takes. And they are keeping the skirts of the 
new organization so clean, having refused all 
manufacturers’ money, even when the latter was 
tendered in the guise of a loan. Money from 
trade papers has been turned down just as hard, 
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ices are given gratis. Also they are given glad- 
Iy and willingly because the press recognizes the 
great and pressing need of a real bona-ftde work- 
eble association of exhibitors—an association so 
framed as to be capable of doing things and of- 
ficered by men who will see to it that it does 
do them. 

The start obtained is excellent and the out- 
look splendid. It is absolutely true that a 
foothold has already been obtained in thirty-one 
States and that interest among those affiliated is 
keen and enthusiasm high. 

But it is nevertheless highly important that 
everyone put his shoulder to the wheel and push. 

If every member would make it his business 
to get in at least two other members and per- 
suade these to do the same it would help matters 
immensely. 

Members must help. The general manager and 
officers are working flercely, but they cannot do 
it all,

AMERICAN EXHIBITORS’ ASSN, 


Is Not Likely To Become Connected 
With the N. A. M. P. I. 


New York, Aug. 13.—Several New York 
dailies yesterday published statements to the 
effect that the status of the American Exhibit- 
ors’ Association in the National Association of 
the Motion Picture Industry would be decided 
at a meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
latter body to be held here August 27. As a mat- 
ter of fact it is by no means certain that the 
American Exhibitors’ Association desires status 
with the National Association or will accept it 
if tendered, 

C. C, Pettijobn, general manager of the ex- 
hibitors’ organization, emphatically denies that 


and so meticulous are the men at the helm 
that even gratuitous assistance from the trade 
press is courteously but firmly rejected. The as- 
sociation is going to stand squarely on its own 
feet, unbeholden to anybody save its own mem- 
bers, aud pursue a wholly independent course. 

The new organization bas already obtained a 
standing, a respect and a prestige tbat the old 
one never enjoyed, and it is a safe bet that 
these will grow as the weeks go by. 

Enemies of the American Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion are busy scattering untruths and destructive 
criticism concerning it. They make a particular 
feature of General Manager Pettijohn’s salary 
of $10,000 a year, pointing out that it alone will 
eat up the dues as fast as they come in and that 
no young Organization can etand such a drain. 

Manager Pettijohn is worth every cent of 
such a salary. The law practice he is abandon- 
ing, together with other sources of income en- 
joyed in Indianapolis, yielded him fully that 
figure, and it is probable that when the organiza- 
tion gets on its feet that he will ask for and 
receive that amount, but it is a fact that he 
is now working for his bare expenses and expects 
to continue to do so for months. furthermore 
his unpaid salary is not piling up as a future 
ability of the organization. 

Each month, as long as it is necessary, Mr, 
Pettijohn avers that he will send the treasurer 
a receipt in full no matter how little he has 
drawn on salary account. That is the kind of 
Jf man the new organization's general manager is, 

And all of his fellow officers anil advisers are 
equally honest, unselfish and devoted, so the tn- 
sinuations, misrepresentations and inuendos of 
their detractors, while they may gain a little 
credence temporarily here and there, will in- 
variably prove boomerangs in the long run. 

Mr. Pettijobn is distinctly the right man in the 
right place, and has already justified the wis 
dom of those who chose him, altho he is «till far 
from the stride he hopes to strike when he set- 
tiles down and gets it going right,

White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., Aug. 11, 1917, 

The Billboard Publishing Co., 
Cincinnati, O.: 

Dear Sirs—As an oldtime showman, and, there- 
fore, a constant reader of The Billboard, I have 
watched your many fights for the betterment of 
show conditions and the amusement game in 
general for several years. 

Just why carnival owners will not heed your 
warning and cut out the grift, strong joints, 
cooch shows, °49 camps, etc., before all the good 
towns are closed is a mystery to me, Every 
man who refuses to follow the lead of those who 
have seen the handwriting on the wall or fails 
to heed The Billboard’s pleadings to eliminate 
objectionable features before the game is en- 
tirely killed is not only his own enemy, but the 
enemy of every carnival owner. His persistence 
in holding to condemnable methods is closing 
more towns every week he is on the road. 

Take this town I am living in, for instance. 
For years it was considered too small for a 
carnival to play in, but several years ago when 
the town was beginning to grow, a small car- 
nival dropped in, which had been up against 
several weeks of rain and other drawbacks and 


done, and they got very little money from then 
on to the end of their engagement. After they 
left the city fathers immediately passed a law 
closing the town to ALL CARNIVALS. 

Here then is another town, one that never was 
a bloomer, closed not only to them, but to the 
decent caravans as well—those who are trying 
to regain the good will of the people who have 
been imposed upon with grift and cooch shows; 
closed indefinitely because of one “‘penny wise, 
pound foolish’’ money grabbing show that was 
not satisfied with being welcomed twice each 
season and virtually showered with business, but 
must resort to any end just to attain a few 
more dollars. 

The trouper calls The Billboard the ‘‘Show- 
man’s Bible.’’ 

Yet some of them do not believe enough in 
their bible to heed the warnings it has given 
them on every vital issue thruout the years. 

Another thing that goes to make outdoor 
showmen unpopular is their surly, unthankful 
ways. I recall one instance which nappened a 
few years ago. A comedian, with whom I had 
been associated before I quit the game, was on 
tour with a two-car vaudeville tent show, and

was on its “last legs.”” At that time the big 
million-dollar hotel was in course of construction 
here, and there were more than a _ thousand 
mechanics, structural steel workers, etc., in the 
city, all of them getting big wages and with no 
place to spend their money. The result was a 
*‘darb’’ for this carnival, and everybody cleaned 
up during the two weeks’ stand. 

A month later another carnival came and re- 
peated the success of the first one. So success- 
ful, in fact, was its stay, that it returned three 
weeks later for another visit, this time of two 
weeks’ duration. Then followed other carnivals 
thruout the season, all doing good business. 
Each succeeding season the first two mentioned 
earnivals came back, enjoying prosperity and 
popularity, because their shows were clean (they 
had no ‘‘cooch’’). There were several ‘‘pan’’ 
games tho, and other forms of gambling, buy- 
backs, etc., but the public did not consider them 
strong and even the officials came and partici- 
pated in the games. 

And so it went for several seasons, until one 
year the second carnival spoken of above came 
to the town on its first yearly visit of two 


weeks. But it seems they were no longer satis- 
fied with the success they had had, nor with 
the goodwill of the people which had been ac- 


corded them; so on this visit they brought with 
them a “‘cooch’’ and several strong games that 
were fierce. The general percentage, of which 
they were certain, was not enough; they had to 

‘fix’? the games so the player couldn’t WIN A 
SINGLE DIME. 

Now that showed great brain power on the 
part of whoever conceived it. 

A certain player, after losing about thirty 
dollars in as many seconds, grew suspicious and 
jumped over the ropes and examined the joint. 
He found the device fixed, with leverly hidden 
nails, so that it was impossible for the player 
to win. The joint keeper was arrested, a heavy 
fine plastered on him and he was sentenced to 
the county jail. And the officials did not stop 
there; they closed all games of chance, even 
the “‘hoopla’’ and the ‘‘cooch,”? of course. The 
money invested in such a show and in the strong 
joints, if put in legitimate games and clean 
shows, would get the money and at the same 
time hold the respect of the people. 

The actions of this bunch caused the people 
of the town to get up a petition to close the 
show at once. However, they had paid their 
license for two weeks and so were permitted to 
complete their stay. But the damage had been 


the two of us managed to overcome the man- 
ager’s skepticism and persuaded him to play 
this town. I got the show on a lot in the center 
of the town and by scheming saved him paying 
the $50 corporation license in force at that time 
(it has since been lowered), and helped in sev- 
eral other ways. Up to the time of coming here 
the show had charged an admission of ten cents, 
but here the admission was raised to 35c, the 
usual price charged by shows of like character 
which had previously played here. Also the 
manager made one whole side of the tent into 
reserved seats, at a dime a seat extra. The 
latter were generally filled up. The show played 
here a week and averaged a three-fourths house 
each night. One would think that the owner 
would have been pleased. A three-fourths house 
at 35c (and fully half of that in the reserves at 
45c), in addition to the door charge, would look 
to most managers like a better proposition than 
a full house at 10c. as the owner grateful 
for the license money saved him or for other 
favors given? Not a bit of it. He kicked 
because he did not have a turnaway every night 
and forgot to even thank me for all I had tried 
to do for him. So. naturally, I'll not fall over 
myself trying to aid him again. I try to help 
anrone in the game who comes to this town. 
Many of them fully appreciate favors done for 
them, but others forget a favor as soon as it 
is rendered. 

Keep hammering at these kind of people. 

Maybe they can be stopped before all the 
towns are closed. 

I can’t understand why managers and owners 
permit grifters, strong joints, etc., when they 
can not help but see what harm it is doing. 

For God’s sake WAKE UP before the game 
is entirely killed. 

Ill-gotten gains never stick. How many of 
you fellows that have followed the game can 
remember that roll you made at such and such 
a town? Did it ever stick? How many of you 
have got real estate, show property or even sums 
of money to show for returns from grift? Come 
easy, go easy—has been its history. 

Pardon such a long letter, but I have been 
threatening to get this out of my system for

Playing with the Rice & Dore Shows on the 
water circus in 23 different States of the 
Union, and hearing nothing but praise from any- 
ope who ever paid the show a visit, I have seen 
towns where the gross wouldn't have bought a 
two-cent stamp. Next door, a gal show, under 
the same management, with a cheap frame-up, 
costumes, etc., would get top money. Why this 
is I don't know, 

Why, I have seen a grift show clean up, and, 
playing under the same conditions as to weather, 
location, ete., I have seen a so-called legitimate 
show precede it—and fail. 

I heard a man at Richmond, Va., say that 
Rell’s Indian Mystery was the greatest thing 
he had ever seen, and ten minutes later I heard 
a patron remark that Bell ought to be arrested 
for exhibiting such a thing. 

Now, about cleaning up. How about the HARD 
work when I never got mine, as per agreement? 
How about the misrepresentation of salary, con- 
ditions, etc.? 

It is my understanding that one of the parties 
who went after Gumpertz to start this cleanup 
refused to pay a friend of mine's salary without 
uuy justification whatever. 

So, to make a long story short, is there no 
way in which an organization like NOSA can 
secure Just protection for the individual +. ho is 
an employee? 

We await hopefully the time when we can offer 
for exhibition the fulfillment of a contract on 
salary and show the collection of same as an 
accomplished thing.

nicipal business) admitted free to any place for 
admission to which a charge is made to be paid 
by the person so admitted; and (c) a tax of 1 
cent on each 10 cents or fraction thereof paid for 
admission to any public performance for protit 
at any cabaret or other similar entertainment to 
which the charge for admission ile wholly or in 
part included in the price paid for refreshment, 
service or merchandise, 

“The amount paid for such admission to be 
computed uoder rules prescribed by the Commis 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, such tax to be 
paid by the person paying for such refreshment, 
service, or merchandise; and, in addition to the 
above, (d) upon tickets of admission to theaters. 
operas, and other places of amusement, sold at 
newsstands, hotels, and places other than et 
the ticket offices of such theaters, operas, or othe 
places of amusement, at not to exceed 3 cents 
in excess of the sum of the established pric: 
therefor at such ticket offices plus the amount 
of any tax imposed under clause (a) of this se 
tion, a tax equivalent to five per centum of the 
amount of such excess, and if sold for more than 
50 cents in excess of the sum of such established 
price plus the amount of any tax Imposed under 
clause (a) of this section, a tax equivalent t 
thirty per centum of the whole amount of snel 
excess, such taxes to be paid by the person, cor 
poration, partnership, or association selling suc!) 
tickets; and, in addition to the above, (e) a tax 
equivalent to fifty per centum of the amount for 
which the proprietors, managers, or employees of 
any opera house, theater, or other place of 
amusement sell or dixpose of tickets or cards of 
admission in excess of the regular or established 
price or charge therefor, such tax to be paid by 
the person, corporation, partnership, or associa 
tion selling such tickets. In the case of persons 
having the permanent use of boxes or seats In an 
opera house or any place of amusement or a lease 
for the use of such box or seat In such opera 
house or place of amusement there shall he 
levied, assessed, collected, and paid a tax equira 
lent to ten per centum of the amount for which 
a similar box or seat is sold for performance or 
exhibition at which the box or seat is used or re 
served by or for the lessee or holder. The 
taxes shall not be imposed fn the case of a place 
the maximum charge for admission to which is 
5 cente, or in the case of moving picture shows 
the maximum charge for admission to which is 
25 cents. 

“No tax shall be levied under this title in 
respect to any admissions all the proceeds of 
which inure exclusively to the benefit of re- 
ligious, educational, or charitable institations, 
societies, or organizations, or admissions to 
agricultural fairs, nor in respect to admissions 
to bona fide chautauquas and lyceum courses 
which are contracted for. and guaranteed by 
local companies, associations, or individuals. 

“The term ‘admission’ as used in this title in 
cludes seats and tables, reserved or otherwise, 
and other similar accommodations, and the 
charges made therefor.

OBITUARY 


BAKER—James Baker, a teamster employed 
with a circus, was killed at Casper, Wy., August 
11, when he fé:l from the top of a lion cage. 

BUGBEE—L. E. Bugbee, a parachute jumper, 
whose home was in Greensboro, N. C., was killed 
August 11 at Cherryville in the same State. He 
was making the parachute descent from a bal- 
joon and fell on a forty-four-thousand-volt wire, 
where his body hung for an hour before the 
power was shut off and it could be lowered to 
the ground. 


DARRACH—Marshall Darrach, widely known 
Shakespearean réciter, died suddenly August 7 
at his home, Enfield, Conn. His death cut 
short an anticipated Western tour, which Mr. 
Darrach and his widow had planned with the 
intention of raising a fund for the purchase of 
an ambulance unit for service in France. Mr. 
Darrach bad an international reputation as an 
interpreter of Shakespeare. He was 46 years old, 

DeMARQUE—Charles E. DeMarque, 62 years 
old, known professionally as Charles Cheverill, 
a well-known violinist, died suddenly last week 
on the stage of a theater at Worcester, Mass., 
directly after playing and acknowledging several 
encores. DeMarque was born in France in 1855 
and came to ¢bis country when he was twelve 
year old. Within a few years he had gained 
an enviable reputation as a specialty performer 
and trick violinist. It was about this time that 
he adopted the professional cognomen of Chevy- 
erill. Soon afterward he became associated with 
the late B. F. Keith and under his direction 
toured the principal cities of this country and 
Europe. His career was further enhanced by 
the fact that he bad served under the Stars and 
Stripes, both in the army and navy. In the 
former branch of the service he fought under 
Custer. Many theatrical organizations claimed 
him as a member. Three sons and three daugh- 
ters survive. 


DuBOIS—Joseph F. DuBois, a well-known mu- 
sician who had been retired of late years, died 
at bis home, Brooklyn, N. Y., August 2, follow- 
ing an attack of heart trouble. DuBois was 
a charter member of The Musical Mutual Pro- 
tective Association. 


EDMUNDS—Jay Harry Edmunds, well-known 
carnival man, died at Missoula, Mont., August 
11, of heart trouble. For the past two seasons 
he had been associated with the Wortham Bros.’ 
Shows, and formerly was manager for Parker 
and identified with Bostock, Gaskill & Mundy 
and with the Miller Brothers at the Jamestown 
Exposition. Interment was on Tuesday. 

GEIMER—Victor Geimer, better known as 
“Frenehy,”’ solo clarinetist with the Jess Wil- 
lard Buffalo Bill Show, died of —— at the 
Monmouth Memorial Hospital, mg Branch, N. 
J., August 8. 

11O0DGSON—Jesse Hodgson, aged 53, an old 
time medicine man, died at Pittsburg, Pa., re- 
cently. He was connected with Healy’ & Bige- 
low's Kickapoo Indian Medicine Company for 
about twenty years as a manager and performer, 
doing a blackface comedian and trick banjoist 
act. When that company withdrew its road 
shows he joined forces with the Allen Remedy 
Company, and later took out his own show. 
About a year ago he was taken sick and the 
ailment resulted in his death. W. B.. Hodgson 
of Vernon, Pa., a brother, survives. q 


nmoop—Captain Basil Hood, well known Eng- 
lish dramatic author, died in London August 7. 
The Rose of Persia and Ib and Little Christina 
are two of his serious plays, but he wrote copi- 
ously in the lighter vein. He was 53 years old 
and had served fifteen years in the British army. 


KENNEDY—Mrs. Theresa Kennedy, mother of 
Elmer Kennedy, driver with the Ringling 
Show, died Monday afternoon at her home in 
Cincinnati. She was 76 years of age. 


LESLIE—James Edward Leslie, for seventeen 
years connected with The Pittsburg (Pa.) Dis- 
patch as dramatic and Sunday editor and be- 
fore that identified with many newspapers and 
journals thruout the Middle West and East, died 
at Pittsburg August 6 of a cerebral hemorrhage. 
In early life Mr. Leslie was manager of a thea- 
ter at New Castle, Pa., and during his connec- 
tion there he set the foundation for the analyti- 
cal knowledge of the stage which in later years 
was acknowledged bis. He was an able and 
fearless dramatic critic, his reviews being honest 
and unbiased and radiating virility and a re- 
markable power of perception. He wrote Early 
Reminiscences of the Stage, which ran all last 
summer in The Dispatcb, and also a well remem- 
bered analysis of Billy Sunday from a theatrical 
standpoint. Mr. Leslie was born in Mercer, Pa., 
in 1854, and was 63 years of age. 

MARINELLA—Mrs. Vera Marinella, wife of 
Johnnie Marinella, died at St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Chicago, Il., August 4, in her fifty-first year. 
Mrs. Marinella was well known on the stage, 
having appeared in nearly all of the leading 
theaters of the country with her husband in an 
act billed as The Great Marinellas. In 1 
she left the stage upon the advice of her 
sician and bad since traveled with her 
band, who has been doing a single. 

MARSHALI—RHarry B. Marshall, an author 
and composer of many successes, died at his 
home, Indiana, Pa., August 2, He was appar- 
ently in the best of health until the day before, 
when he was stricken by the intense heat. Mar- 
shall was a graduate of the New England Con- 
servatory of Music (Boston), and in his youth 
had been connected with several of the country’s 
well known military bands as a trombone 60 
loist and as author and composer. More re 
cently be was on the staffs of such prominent 
producers as Gus Hill, Henry C. Jacobs, Weber 
& Rush and John W. Vogel. His father and 
widow survive. Marshall was 44 years old.

Obio, in which case the Supreme Court 
sald: 

“It can not be put out of view that the ex 
hibition of moving pictures is a business pure 
and simple, originated and conducted for profit, 
like other spectacles, not to be regarded, we 
think, as parts of the press of the country or 
as organs of public opinion."’ 

This decision, if upheld, may have a far-reach- 
ing effect on the news weeklies of the screen, 
n that it would seem as tho permission for any 
news photographs would have to be secured be 
fore the events could be photographed. It is 
pointed out by film people that the screen news 
bas been a faithful and exact portrayal of 
events as they actually occur, not colored, such 
1s newspaper stories frequently are, and that as 
an educational value are on a par, if not above, 
the everyday newspaper. 

Mrs. Humiston was directed by Justice Ord- 
way to file a bond of $2,500 to protect the de- 
fendant film company in case it wins the suit 
and recover damages because of the injunction. 
The outcome will anxioysly be awaited by Uni- 
versal, Pathe and Mutual, all of which produce 
weekly news reels, and which are vitally af- 
fected by the decision.

to both the publisher and the public, most of 
the publishers are beginning to realize that the 
self-hypnosis with which they and their staffs 
used to lull themselves to sleep no longer works. 
Something more than ego and declamation is 
required. 

One blessing of the rapidly closing reformation 
period that we have not mentioned is the fact 
that new conditions necessitate a reduction of 
the number of songs thrust upon the market. 
The high price of paper and the enforced slow- 
ing down of popularization have combined to pro- 
duce this beneficial result. 

Whatever specific influence may be given 
most credit for the new conditions, the fact 
remains that performers have learned to insist 
upon getting what they want, instead of blindly 
agreeing as to the merit of proffered material. 
This, in itself, is a big step in advance which 
will be more truly appraised and appreciated 
as time goes on.

Judging by the hilarious reception accorded 
this newest production from the pen of Montague 
Glass, in collaboration with Jules Eckert Good- 
man, the play promises to be a surefire hit 
when it strikes New York, for there are more 
humorprovoking lines, situations and witty ob- 
servations in it than in both the preceding 
Potash and Perlmutter productions, 

This edition of the cloak and suit partners’ 
episodes takes them into the motion picture in 
dustry, lured by the publicity given to the 
millions made by film producers, and they 
plunge heavily with borrowed money until they 
find themselves in a precarious condition, and 
also get their leading lady under obligations to 
the vice-president of the bank which had loaned 
them the money, because of her future 

The characters are delineated with the same 
irresistible humor that has made them inter 
national favorites, and their new surroundings 
make possible a wealth of fresh and delightful 


episodes. The speech and actions of Abe and 
Mawruss have never been more deliciously 
funny. 


Barney Bernard has gained immeasurably in 
his characterization of Abe Potash, and his per- 
formance Monday night was quite the best he 
has ever given. Alexander Carr, who created 
the original Perlmutter, also presented a faith 
ful portrait of Mawruss. Clara Joel gave an 
excellent interpretation of the role of the Vam 
pire—Rita Sismondim-—and her gowns were a 
revelation «f the modiste’s art. Mathilde Cot- 
trelly is effective in what little she has to do as 
Rosie Potash—her original role—while Edwin 
Mordant, as Robert Blanchard, who wrecks the 
firm; Frank Allsworth as Sam Pemberton, the 
film company’s director, and George Leguerre 
as Keith MacDonald, the scenario writer, are 
good in their respective roles. The balance of 
the company was very well chosen, and the pro- 
duction, in three acts and as many scenes, is 
one of infinite fidelity to detail. 

The staging of the play by George Marion is 
one of the best bits of work of this kind that 
has ever been done.—E,. EDMUNDS FOSTER.

When the baby arrives, however, 
Nora and Joe, who have married, refuse to give 
it up, and then comes the pleasing admission 
from Mrs. Goodhue that their year's sojourn in 
California had worked a miracle, and that a 
visit from the stork was; indeed, about to occur 
to her. 

Richard Bennett, as the eugenic pseudo-expert, 
handles his part in clever fashion, while Flor- 
ence Oakley is most convincing in the role of 
Nora, the maid.
